1* I& raply to tha question as to what had boon told tha Greeks with 
regard to tha Albanian operation, C Jitatad that Ambassador Grady had 

advised Foreign Minister Tsaldaris in general tarns of tha formation af tha 
Albanian Committee, and that Mr. Burton I. Barry and Mr. Robert 0. Minor had 
als« inf om ad Permanent Undar-Saoratary of Foreign Affairs Pipinelis. So far 
as C. 3 this was tha only offiolal word whioh had bean given to 

tha Greeks, ttaoffioially Y _J knew of no information whioh had bean 
passed to than, and ha himself had had no aontaots with any Creaks on this 
subjeot. Ha was uneartain as to whet C- Jaight ar night net 

have indicated to Creak contacts. ^ Jhad himself advised General Fan 
Fleet and General Jenkins of tha operation, and General Fan Fleet planned 
to brief his new G-2, whose arrival was expeoted shortly, and his Chief af 
Staff. General Fan Fleet had no contact with the Creeks in re . 

2. C LI does not bslisve that the British diplomats In Athens 
told the Greeks anything mors spool a o about this operation. After Ambassa- 
dor Grady had briefed Tsaldaris, the British ambassador. Sir Morton, 

also Spoke with Tsaldaris along the same linea.L J (L JJ
